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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  past  year  has  seen  the  last  strip  of  the  South 
Pittsfield  road  blacktopped  to  the  Epsom  town  line.  The 
road  was  built  up  from  three  to  four  inches  in  places, 
and  gradually  icrowned.  This  project  was  forced  upon 
us  at  an  early  date  because  of  the  breakdown  of  the  old 
stone  culvert  which  has  been  replaced  with  two  six-inch 
cement  culverts  and  the  course  of  the  brook  was  altered 
to  obtain  a  more  direct  runoff. 

There  was  extensive  sidewalk  work  completed  and 
these  pieces  are  now  ready  for  a  coat  of  hot  top  which 
should  provide  good  smooth  walks  for  many  years  to 
icome.  The  Highway  Department  has  plans  for  several 
other  sections  to  be  worked  on  during  the  coming  year. 

The  town  shed  has  had  a  new  foundation  and  has 
been  raised  to  accomodate  the  grader,  enabling  this 
piece  of  equipment  to  be  serviced  under  cover. 

During  the  past  year,  the  town  has  purchased  salt 
in  bulk  at  a  considerable  saving  over  bag  prices.  The 
old  generator  house  at  the  Town  Factory  has  been 
utilized  for  salt  storage,  but  is  structurally  unsound 
and  too  small.  We  therefore  have  requested  funds  to 
build  a  salt  shed  adjoining  the  town  shed  for  this  pur- 
pose, with  a  capacity  of  140  tons,  enabling  us  to  have 
an  ample  supply  at  the  start  of  the  season. 

The  memorial  to  honor  World  War  II  veterans  was 
dedicated  with  a  brief  ceremony.  The  honor  roll  of 
World  War  I  was  taken  from  the  Library  and  affixed 
to  the  new  monument.  The  old  wooden  honor  roll  was 
removed  and  a  steel  flagpole  was  erected  on  the  old 
cement  base.  Two  urns  were  purchased  and  filled  with 
potted  plants. 

The  flag  has  been  displayed  every  fair  day  by  Ralph 
Connors,  who  has  also  cared  for  the  flowers.  The  town 
is  indebted  to  Mr.  Connors  for  this  wonderful  example 
of  civic  pride. 

The  town  lost  a  very  valuable  man  this  year  by  the 
resignation  of  H.  Thurlow  Ames,  our  beloved  Tax 
Collector.  When  a  man  can  serve  his  community  for 
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over  a  quarter  of  a  century  in  this  capacity  and  retain 
the  friendship  of  the  populace  as  Thurlow  has  done,  it 
is  an  achievement  which  stands  as  a  tribute  to  the  man, 
the  official  and  the  character  of  both.

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FIRE  AND  POLICE  SIGNAL  SYSTEM  REPORT 

There  was  a  total  of  36  alarms  over  the  alarm  sys- 
tem, including  two  false  alarms,  one  still  alarm  and 
two  'calls  for  the  resuscitator.  Police  signal  gave  no 
trouble. 

One  new  box  was  added  to  the  system,  at  Globe  Mfg. 
Co.,  No.  341. 

This  past  year  considerable  work  was  done  inside  the 
fire  house.  Upstairs  the  ceiling  was  lowered  about 
three  feet  in  the  assembly  hall,  walls  papered  and 
painted,  new  lights  and  Venetian  blinds  istalled.  The 
floor  in  the  assembly  hall  sanded  and  refinished.  Forty 
metal  chairs  and  three  eight-foot  folding  tables  were 
purchase  with  money  from  the  Fire  Company  Fund. 
The  entrance  stairs  and  hallways  were  also  painted. 

On  the  lower  floor,  everything  was  moved  out,  walls 
and  ceilings  were  painted  (many  years  since  this  has 
been  done)  and  the  floor  painted  for  the  first  time. 

We  have  tried  to  overcome  our  heating  problem  by 
weather  stripping  all  doors,  and  storm  windows  have 
been  installed.  Much  of  the  work  has  been  done  by 
members  of  the  Fire  Department,  evenings  and  Sun- 
days. As  this  fire  house  is  all  we  have  at  present,  we 
feel  quite  proud  of  the  results  of  our  work  and  will  try 
to  make  other  improvements  this  year. 

Recommendations 

The  chimney  needs  to  be  topped  at  a  cost  of  $150.00 
and  roof  should  be  shingled  at  a  cost  of  $450.00

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You  Can  Help  Prevent  Forest  Fires 

Twenty-five  percent  of  all  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  are  caused 
from  careless  debris  burning  —  brush,  paper  leaves,  grass,  etc.  Most  of 
them  are  started  without  the  required  permit  from  the  local  forest  fire 
warden.  The  cost  of  extinguishing  these  fires  annually  runs  into  large  sums 
of  money. 

According  to  law,  responsible  parties  must  pay  the  cost  of  putting 
them  out.  In  addition,  violators  may  be  subject  to  court  prosecution  with 
fines  running  as  high  as  two  hundred  dollars  ($200). 

In  the  interest  of  fire  prevention  why  not  eliminate  burning  at  home 
Use  your  town  dump.  It  has  been  set  up  for  your  personal  convenience.  It 
provides  a  suitable  place  for  the  disposal  of  dangerous  inflammable  waste 
material  and  other  useless  items  which  accumulate  around  the  home  and 
local  stores;  brush,  etc.,  cut  on  your  property.  Eliminate  the  hazard  of 
burning  yourself.  It  will  be  easier  for  you  —  personally  and  financially. 

If,  however,  you  do  burn  on  your  premises: 

1.  Secure  a  permit  from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  —  the  law 

requires  it. 

2.  Be  sure  to  properly  supervise  your  burning.  Don't  leave  it. 

3.  Make  certain  your  fire  is  DEAD  OUT  before  leaving  it. 

Save  yourself  much  possible  difficulty  Use  your  town  dump.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT 

Your  Superintendent  of  Schools  serves  six  towns; 
namely  Pittsfield,  Alton  Barnstead,  New  Durham, 
Tuftonboro  and  Wolfeboro. 

In  these  6  towns  of  Supervisory  School  Union  No. 
49  there  are  9  public  schools  and  1  private  academy. 
There  are  87  full  time,  7  part  time  and  3  nurse  teach- 
ers employed  for  the  7  elementary  and  3  secondary 
schools  —  a  total  faculty  of  97  teachers  serving  1837 
pupils  in  10  schools. 

Previous  Superintendents  of  Union  49  have  writ- 
ten in  annual  reports  of  their  real  concern  for  employ- 
ing competent  v  teachers.  They  have  sought  to  avoid 
too  great  a  turnover  of  teachers  because  of  the  dis- 
organizing effect  it  has  on  educational  organization. 
This  problem  continues  to  be  of  paramount  importance 
since  the  quality  of  our  schools  reflects  very  directly 
the  quality  of  our  instructional  staff. 

Kecent  experience  indicates  that  often  the  inex- 
perienced replacement  must  be  paid  as  much,  and 
sometimes  more,  than  the  veteran  teacher  being  re- 
placed. Many  question  the  fairness  of  such  a  situation 
but  it  results  primarily  from  ' 'supply  and  demand"  in 
a  land  of  freedom  of  choice. 

In  December  of  1957  your  School  Board  acted  on 
a  teacher-developed  and  teacher-presented  salary 
schedule.  The  Budget  Committee,  endorsed  this  salary 
schedule  proposal  and  although  many  staff  changes 
took  place,  it  has  served  well  for  the  1958-1959  school 
year.  Although  teachers  benefited  from  this  develop- 
ment, it  was  justifed  basically  because  it  holds  much 
promise  for  improved  education  in  Pittsfield. 

The  salary  schedule  was  not  a  series  of  fixed 
amounts  that  were  to  be  in  effect  year  after  year  but 
was  a  formula  to  be  used  to  determine  the  minimum 
and  maximum  for  a  particular  year  based  on  the  salary 
paid  beginning  teachers  graduating  the  previous  year 
from  Plymouth  Teachers  College,  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege, and  the  University  of  New  Hampshire.  New 
teachers,  as  they  were  employed,  were  placed  on  "step" 
and  veteran  teachers  were  moved  to  their  proper 
"step"  by  an  annual  increment,  which  increment  was 
not  to  exceed  $400. 
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This  salary  schedule  does  not  exist  as  a  legal  con- 
tract with  teachers  but,  of  necessity,  must  be  review- 
ed each  year,  and  its  continuance  depends  on  the  action 
voters  take  as  they  raise  and  appropriate  money  at 
their  Annual  District  Meeting. 

Long-range  educational  plans  are  necessary.  The 
voters  of  Pittsfield  need  to  seriously  consider  provid- 
ing additional  classroom  facilities.  One  of  the  first 
steps  involves  preparation  of  an  enrollment  projection 
chart  and  such  a  chart  is  provided  below :

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One  elementary  classroom  is  a  most  urgent  and 
critical  need.  Such  a  classroom  is  needed  for  the  next 
school  year.  Elementary  enrollment  seems  to  reach 
its  peak  with  the  school  year  1959-1960  but  it  is  not  a 
sharp  peak  in  that  no  drop-off  can  be  expected  for 
several  years. 

High  School  enrollments  continue  to  climb  and  at 
least  three  classrooms  appear  to  be  needed  as  this 
larger  enrollment  extends  upward  into  grades  nine 
through  twelve.  Pittsfield' s  experience  with  building 
programs  clearly  indicates  the  importance  of  careful 
study  and  wide  participation  in  the  planning.  One  may 
hope  that  serious  consideration  will  be  given  this  mat- 
ter and  if  the  need  for  classrooms  is  found  to  exist, 
action  will  be  taken  willingly  and  with  dispatch. 

This  problem  of  the  possibility  of  expanding  our 
physical  plant  involves  every  resident  of  Pittsfield. 
The  School  Board  and  the  Superintendent  have  a  re- 
sponsibility to  raise  the  issue  to  help  in  any  way  they 
can  but  again  it  is  the  voters  whose  decision  provides 
the  final  answer. 

What  is  the  role  of  today's  schools  in  Pittsfield? 
Much  controversy  continues  to  be  aired  and  school 
people,  for  the  most  part,  believe  this  renewed  interest 
implies  that  people  everywhere  want  the  best  possible 
education  for  American  youth.  We  must  continually 
evaluate  administrative  practices  and  the  curriculum, 
attempting  to  meet  more  realistically  the  significant 
needs  of  youth.  It  seems  apparent  to  the  writer  that 
the  schools  cannot  be  "all  things  to  all  people."  The 
school  exists  as  one  agency  of  the  community,  coop- 
erating with  the  home  and  the  church  and  other  com- 
munity agencies. 

The  program  of  studies  offered  most  square 
with  the  capabilities  of  youth  and  the  nature  of  our 
technical  and  diversified  adult  world.  Students  likely 
to  go  on  to  higher  education  must  have  the  opportunity 
to  acquire  a  high  quality  academic  preparation  and 
others  must  be  given  much,  much  more  than  an 
opportunity  to  socialize.  Statistics  show  the  long- 
term  worth  of  college  education  but  not  all  rewarding 
job  opportunities  require  college.  The  non-college 
group  must  receive  high  quality  education.  The  em- 
phasis may  be  somewhat  different  but  this  must  not 
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imply  second-rate  performance.  Besides  continually 
trying  to  improve  the  quality  of  educational  opportun- 
ity, school  people  in  Pittsfield  are  attempting  to  pro- 
vide a  greater  challenge  to  the  talented  student  and 
are  expecting  more  hard  work  from  all  pupils. 

Many  new  faculty  members  are  demonstrating 
a  high  quality  of  performance  and  the  faithful  veteran 
teachers  continue  to  work  conscientiously  and  very 
effectively. 

Mr.  Waldren  Lojko  has  succeeded  Mr.  Howard 
Kelley  as  principal  of  the  high  school.  Mr.  Kelley  has 
joined  the  staff  of  the  New  Hampshire  Department  of 
Education  where  he  is  working  in  the  area  of  science 
instruction.  Mr.  Lojko  is  making  good  use  of  his  val- 
uable training  and  experience  as  he  continues  in  this 
difficult  and  important  administrative  position. 

A  cooperative  spirit  exists  between  school  people 
and  parents.  This  is  essential  if  students  are  to  re- 
ceive full  benefit  from  the  educational  opportunities 
being  offered  in  the  public  schools  of  Pittsfield. 

Your  Superintendent  appreciates  the  many  kind- 
nesses shown  him  and  pledges  his  best  efforts  to  serve 
effectively  as  your  Superintendent  of  Schools.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HIGH  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

1958  -  1959 

To  the  School  Board  Members,  Superintendent  of 
Schools  and  Citizens  of  Pittsfield. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  this,  my  first 
report  to  the  citizens  of  Pittsfield. 

At  a  time  when  much  is  being  written  in  regard 
to  education,  every  interested  citizen  is  asking  himself, 
"How  good  are  our  schools?"  May  I  say  that  our 
schools  have  always  been  good,  but  we  can  make  them 
better.  The  tumult  has  subsided  somewhat  since  we 
sent  up  our  satelites  some  three  months  after  the 
Russians.  This  achievement  was  not  a  result  of  three 
months  of  new  educational  policy.  It  came  as  a  result 
of  what  we  have  been  doing  for  ages.  With  these 
reassuring  remarks,  let  us  not  again  sink  back  to  a 
position  of  complacency. 

The  Educational  Policies  Commission  of  the  Nat- 
ional Education  Association  has  presented  our  educat- 
ional position  as  follows:  "Survival  in  this  age  may 
be  staked  on  science,  but  the  building  of  peace  calls 
for  knowledge,  insights  and  abilities  of  many  kinds." 

"The  success  of  democracy  rests  on  wise  citizen 
participation  in  public  affairs  and  on  respect  for  the 
individual,  wherever  his  talents  lie.  American  belief 
in  the  dignity  of  the  individual  mast  not  be  diluted  by 
contemporary  anxieties." 

"The  real  need  is  for  those  qualities  of  mind  and 
spirit  which  we  must  have  to  enable  the  American 
people  to  survive  in  times  of  tension  and  to  achieve 
their  own  ideals.  The  preservation  of  democracy,  the 
building  of  a  lasting  peace,  and  the  guarantee  of  re- 
spect for  the  dignity  of  each  human  being,  all  demand 
an  education  of  such  scope  and  diversity  as  to  enable 
every  American  child  to  rise  to  his  own  best  potential." 

On  my  arrival  at  Pittsfield,  I  found  that  you  nave 
been  offering  a  program  to  develop  each  individual  to 
his  greatest  capacity.   At  present,  we  are  attempting 
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to  discover  the  capacities  of  our  youngsters  and  to  di- 
rect them  to  their  fullest  attainment. 

The  program  we  are  developing  may  be  described 
as  one  of  Discovery  and  Guidance.  Presently  all  classes 
at  the  high  school  are  divided  among  the  members  of 
the  faculty.  The  faculty  members  hold  conferences 
with  the  individual  to  discover  the  pupil's  future  plans, 
and  the  preparations  he  is  making  to  reach  his  goal. 
Additional  information  regarding  the  student  is  found 
in  the  school  records  and  studied  by  the  teacher.  In 
conference  with  other  school  personnel  and  observ- 
ation of  the  pupil,  a  full  picture  of  the  youngster  is 
developed.  When  the  person's  capacities  and  abilities 
become  known,  the  teacher  tries  to  help  the  pupil  with 
his  future  plans,  or  show  him  other  possibilities  in  ac- 
cord with  his  abilities  that  will  enable  him  to  make  a 
contribution  to  the  social  order. 

Here  we  may  help  the  student  select  a  vocation 
at  which  he  gains  personal  satisfaction  and  success. 
More  important,  we  give  direction  to  the  pupil's  high 
school  education.  A  great  deal  of  valuable  time  is  lost 
during  the  first  two  years  of  high  school  because 
youngsters  have  very  limited  ideas  in  regard  to  vo- 
cational choice. 

To  help  clarify  choices,  speakers  representing  var- 
ious fields  are  invited  to  address  interested  students, 
giving  them  a  first-hand  insight  into  the  different 
occupations.  It  is  anticipated  that  before  long  a  per- 
son's vocational  choice  may  be  crystalized,  and  con- 
centrated effort  and  plans  made  in  some  definite  di- 
rection. 

Another  step  in  our  "discovery  phase"  is  a  revis- 
ion of  our  testing  program.  We  are  attempting  to  dis- 
cover mental  abilities  early,  in  grades  eight  and  nine. 
During  this  time,  we  expect  to  uncover  a  person's 
vocational  interests  which  enables  a  person  to  make 
better  use  of  his  early  high  school  years.  As  the  pupil 
progresses  through  the  grades,  additional  tests  meas- 
uring his  achievement  will  be  given  to  recognize  in- 
tellectual growth.  These  scientific  tools  tell  us  much 
about  our  youngsters  and  enable  us  to  do  a  better  job 
of  guiding  them. 
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Up  to  this  time,  we  have  been  concerned  with  the 
intellectual  development  of  our  young  people.  This  is 
the  most  important  part  of  any  school  program  and 
should  rightfully  occupy  first  consideration. 

In  our  Aesthetic  Program,  we  find  Mr.  Hall  doing 
a  fine  job  with  the  band  and  junior  band.  Many  of 
you  have  witnessed  the  vast  improvement  made  in  the 
past  few  years  to  the  point  where  our  instrumental 
group  can  take  its  place  with  other  competent  groups 
in  the  state.  This  year  we  have  eighty  voices  in  the 
senior  chorus.  That  number  speaks  for  itself.  The 
junior  high  classes  are  also  developing  in  fine  style. 

The  art  program  is  limited  at  present  to  one 
period  in  the  junior  high  and  two  periods  in  the  high 
school.  We  hope  to  improve  our  program  by  utilizing 
the  abilities  of  Mr.  Birt  in  the  coming  year.  Mr.  Birt 
has  made  a  real  contribution  as  the  advisor  of  the 
Art  Club. 

Our  athletic  teams,  with  the  exception  of  the 
girls'  basketball  team,  have  not  fared  very  well  against 
our  opponents.  However,  a  great  deal  of  credit  goes 
to  the  boys  and  girls  who  represent  our  school,  for  it 
is  always  more  difficult  to  display  sportsmanship  in 
defeat  than  in  Victory.  We  are  proud  of  the  conduct 
of  our  young  participants  and  spectators.  A  tip  of  the 
hat  to  the  coaches  is  in  order.  In  the  face  of  the  dis- 
tractions that  take  away,  many  of  our  boys  who  should 
be  on  our  athletic  teams,  they  are  doing  all  they  can  to 
keep  a  healthy  attitude  and  high  spirits.  With  this 
type  of  leadership,  we  look  for  greater  success  for  our 
athletic  teams. 

Two  of  our  teachers,  Mrs.  Bouchard  and  Mrs. 
Perkins,  have  been  taking  a  course  in  reading,  an  area 
vital  to  a  child's  future  success  in  school.  The  work 
being  done  in  the  language  arts  was  demonstrated  re- 
cently at  the  Christmas  program  when  the  sixth  grade 
presented  two  one-act  plays. 

A  great  deal  of  credit  for  the  success  of  our  school 
program  goes  to  our  teachers  both  old  and  new.  Our 
new  people  have  adjusted  favorably  and  are  eager  to 
do  the  work  expected  of  them.    Many  of  them  give

unselfishly  of  their  time  and  energy  in  order  to  better 
serve  your  children  and  community.  We  are  also  in- 
debted to  our  veteran  teachers  who  furnish  the  sta- 
bility and  help  channel  youthful  energy  in  the  proper 
direction. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  parents  and  never  ending  list 
of  friends  of  Pittsfield  High  School  for  their  help, 
cooperation,  and  support  during  my  short  tenure.  1 
look  forward  to  working  with  you  for  the  betterment 
of  our  youth  and  our  community.

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REPORT  OF  GRAMMAR  SCHOOL  PRINCIPAL 

1958  -  1959 


We  have  about  150  children  at  the  Grammar 
School,  with  two  divisions  in  each  grade  -  3,  4  and  5. 

Our  teaching  staff  remains  the  same  as  it  has 
been  for  the  last  three  years,  except  for  the  addition 
of  Mrs.  Shirley  Corrette,  who  is  doing  fine  work  in 
grade  5 A.  This  grade  was  formerly  at  the  high  school. 
It  seems  to  be  more  satisfactory  to  all  to  have  the 
entire  grade  in  one  building.  We  are  using  the  lunch 
room  for  this  class. 

About  50  children,  accompanied  by  two  teachers, 
go  to  the  high  school  by  bus  each  day  for  hot  lunch. 
We  still  have  about  70  children  staying  through  the 
noon  hour,  eating  cold  lunches. 

For  the  past  two  years,  we  have  been  using  all 
manuscript  writing  through  the  third  grade.  The 
transition  to  cursive  writing  proves  much  simpler  in 
grade  4. 

Most  of  our  reading  is  carried  on  in  groups,  en- 
abling children  to  work  at  their  own  speed. 

A  new  language  arts  series  will  be  introduced  next 
year. 

All  grades  are  having  interested  projects  and  work 
in  social  studies  this  year.  Our  new  books  help  us  to 
compare  our  everyday  living,  habits  and  work,  with 
those  of  other  people  and  other  sections  of  our 
country. 

Mental  Maturity  Tests  are  given  in  grade  3  and 
5  each  year. 

All  children  are  given  attainment  tests  each  year 
followed  by  parental  conferences  and  remedial  work. 
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Mr.  Hall  conducts  each  grade  in  music,  once  each 
week.  He  also  has  instrumental  classes  each  day. 
About  30  children  are  getting-  fine  instruction  at  no 
extra  cost. 

Eveiy  Tuesday  is  Banking  Day.  We  average 
nearly  $50.00  each  week,  with  the  cooperation  of  the 
Pittsfield  Savings  Bank. 

We  feel  that  we  are  meeting  the  needs  of  our 
children  in  these  changing  times,  as  they  learn  to  work 
and  play  together.

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REPORT  OF   MEMORIAL   SCHOOL   PRINCIPAL 

1958  -  1959 


Memorial  School  has  an  enrollment  of  97  this 
year  in  two  first  and  two  second  grades  with  antici- 
pated increases  during  the  next  few  years.  Pupils  are 
assigned  to  rooms  from  alphabetical  lists. 

On  registration  day,  early  in  the  spring,  we  re- 
quest next  year's  entering  cl?.ss  to  visit  school  and 
bring  birth  certificates.  All  first  graders  have  to  be 
six  years  of  age  on  or  before  October  15  of  the  year 
they  start  school  and  are  required  to  have  had  small- 
pox vaccination. 

Our  main  concern  is  to  develop  good  learning  hab- 
its and  attitudes.  These  youngsters  have  tremendous 
social  adjustments  to  make  when  they  find  themselves 
faced  with  the  difficult  task  of  formal  education.  We 
plan  to  teach  this  group  the  basic  reading,  writing  and 
arithmetic  skills. 

The  reading  program  takes  the  priority  and  is 
divided  into  four  levels  of  attainment  in  first  grade 
and  two  levels  in  second  grade.  Each  pupil  is  well 
aware  of  his  standing  at  all  times  and  we  hope  the 
parents  are  also.  We  operate  on  the  theory  that  if  the 
pupil  can  develop  fluent  reading  habits,  he  has  a  much 
better  chance  of  success  in  his  school  life. 

The  arithmetic  program  is  more  flexible.  Never- 
theless, we  teach  reading  and  writing  numbers  to  one 
hundred,  combinations  to  ten,  ordinals  to  ten,  tell- 
ing time  and  building  many  other  incidental  number 
concepts. 

Grades  one,  two  and  three  teach  the  manuscript 
form  of  writing,  mainly  because  it  is  considered  a  big 
aid  to  early  reading  development  and  is  much  easier 
for  a  six-year-old  to  master. 
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Our  music  supervisor,  Mr.  Hall,  spends  two  hours 
a  week  at  our  building  developing  readiness  for  future 
achievement  in  the  musical  field. 

About  forty  pupils  are  transported  by  school  bus 
every  noon  to  the  high  school  cafeteria  for  hot  lunch, 
accompanied  by  two  teachers,  while  the  other  two 
teachers  supervise  cold  lunch  at  school. 

We  participate  enthusiastically  in  the  School  Sav- 
ings Program. 

Our  department  is  most  fortunate  to  have  had  the 
same  teaching  staff  for  the  last  three  years.  This  is  a 
decided  advantage  to  the  pupils,  as  our  course  of  study 
is  better  understood  and  followed.

The  general  condition  of  health  among  the  school 
children  seems  to  be  very  good  and  we  believe  that  the 
hot  lunches  and  physical  education  are  a  very  great 
help. 

At  the  four  polio  clinics  this  year,  534  children 
were  given  polio  vaccine  inoculations  and  35  children 
attended  the  immunization  clinic.  Both  clinics  were 
sponsored  by  the  State  Board  of  Health  Nurse  assist- 
ed by  our  local  doctors. 

We  are  planning  to  have  the  T.  B.  skin  test  given 
very  soon. 
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We  do  hope  to  have  more  dental  work  done  and 
certainly  appreciate  the  help  given  us  through  the 
State  and  local  organizations. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  parents,  teachers  and  school 
officials  for  their  kind  cooperation  with  the  School 
Health  Program.

P1TTS1IELD  SCHOOL  LUNCH  REPORTS 

In  order  to  provide  additional  classroom  space  at 
the  Pittsf  ield  Grammar  School,  the  two  lunch  programs 
were  combined  in  September  of  1958. 

Students  from  the  Grammar  and  Memorial  schools 
are  being  transported  by  bus  to  the  High  school,  where 
all  lunches  are  served.  This  new  program  has  lead  to 
a  more  efficient  and  economical  method  of  handling 
lunches.  The  students  enjoy  riding  to  the  High  school 
on  the  bus  for  lunch.  This  system  is  working  very 
well,  thanks  to  the  full  cooperation  of  the  Grammar 
school  and  Memorial  school  staffs,  students  and  par- 
ents. 

An  average  of  250  lunches  are  served  daily.  Ap- 
proximately 100  participants  come  from  the  Grammar 
and  Memorial  schools. 

We  have  a  staff  of  three  full  time  and  one  part 
time  employees  to  service  the  lunch  program  at  the 
High  school. 

From  September  1958  through  December  of  1958, 
15,943  lunches  were  served.  It  is  expected  that  over 
40,000  lunches  will  be  served  for  the  1958-1959  school 
year,  with  a  gross  income  exceeding  $10,000. 

A  new  gas  stove  and  grill  were  installed  at  the  be- 
ginning of  the  year ;  also  a  new  automatic  potato  peeler 
and  dishes  were  purchased.

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PROPOSED  SCHOOL  WARRANT 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the 
town  of  Pittsfield,  New  Hampshire  qualified  to  vote 
in  district  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Greenleaf 
Auditorium  in  said  district  on  the  fifth  day  of  March 
1959,  at  8:00  o'clock  in  the  evening  to  act  upon  the 
following  subjects.  Polls  to  be  open  for  the  election 
of  officers  at  8:00  p.m.  and  will  be  closed  no  earlier 
than  9:00  p.  m. 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the 
School  Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compen- 
sation of  any  other  officers  or  agents  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Com- 
mittees, or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating 
thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in 
relation  to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise 
and  appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the 
salaries  of  school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for 
the  payment  of  statutory  obligations  of  the  district, 
and  to  authorize  the  application  against  said  appro- 
priation of  such  sums  as  are  estimated  to  be  received 
from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund  together  with  other 
income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the  selectmen 
the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and  the 
appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes 
by  the  town. 
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9.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  ($1500) 
for  the  preparation  of  preliminary  plans  and  specifi- 
cations and  cost  estimates  for  additional  classroom  fa- 
cilities.    (Not  Approved) 

10.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  vote  to  raise 
and  appropriate  a  sum  not  to  exceed  seven  thousand 
dollars  ($7,000.00)  for  the  construction  and  equipping 
of  additional  classroom  facilities  and  authorize  the 
issuance  of  serial  notes  upon  the  credit  of  the  district 
for  all  or  any  portion  of  the  sum  so  raised  and  appro- 
priated, said  notes  to  be  issued  pursuant  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Finance  Act  or  any  other  enabling  authority, 
and  to  authorize  the  school  board  to  determine  the 
terms  and  conditions  upon  which  the  notes  shall  be 
issued,  and  the  time  and  place  of  payment  of  principal 
and  interest,  the  rate  of  interest,  and  all  other  matters 
in  connection  with  the  financing  of  this  project. 

(Not  Approved) 

11.  If  article  10  is  not  adopted,  to  see  what  sum  of 
money  the  district  will  raise  and  appropriate  to  divide 
the  large  upstairs  classroom  at  the  Grammar  School 
and  to  provide  the  necessary  heating  and  lighting  al- 
terations required  so  that  an  additional  classroom  will 
become  available.     (Not  Approved) 

12.  To  see  if  the  school  district  will  authorize  the 
school  board  to  sell  or  otherwise  dispose  of  the  build- 
ing known  as  the  Mountain  School,  or  Berry  School, 
together  with  any  land  at  that  location  which  may 
belong  to  the  district. 

13.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.
